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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argument stated as "Applicants submit 
that the claims recite statutory patentable subject matter as provided under MPEP." In response to Applicant argument, Examiner 
respectfully disagrees because the amendment did not over come the claim 15 did not overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 101. The 
claim is still software per se. Applicant argued by including the claim limitations to overcome rejection under 35 O.K.. 112, second 
paragraph and the claims 1 , 1 5 are incomplete when they are not structurally or functionally related. Applicant merely discussed the prior 
art and listed the claims. Therefore, Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CAR 1 .1 1 1(b) because they amount to a general 
allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without specifically pointing out how the language of the claims patentably 
distinguishes them from the references. 
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
